Controlling Board 
Release O f Funds 
Wipes Out Reserve 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - More 
than 300 laid off state employes ap­ 
parently will get their jobs back as a 
result of state Controlling Board action 
Monday releasing $7 million in 
emergency funds. 


But the move virtually emptied state 
contingency funds for the present 
fiscal year, and the fate of some 
workers at state mental institutions 
remained in doubt, along with others in 
scattered departments and agencies. 
The seven-member board took under 
advisement a request for $2.1 million 
to preclude layoffs in the Department 
of Mental Health and Mental Retar­ 
dation. Also left unresolved was a 
request for $4 million to pay overdue 
rents for agencies in the new State Of­ 
fice Tower.

representative on the board, said 
Monday’s action left only $1.2 million 
in the emergency fund for the fiscal 
year that ends next June 30. 
The legislature may be asked to try 
to resolve the problem when it 
reconvenes Oct. 21.

Wilmington, suggested a joint meeting 
of the controlling board and the 
legislative Budget Committee, which 
he heads, on Oct. 20, a day ahead of the 
legislature’s return. He indicated that 
at least the office tower problem 


should be reviewed by the two groups. 
Majority Democrats (4-3) on the 
board, showed their strength Monday 
in turning down a $897,000 request 
from emergency funds to restore an 
appropriation financing the consumer 
protection division in the Department 
of Commerce. 
The 
departm ent 
director is J. Gordon Peltier, a Rhodes 
appointee. 
Instead, the board voted along party 
lines to release $254,000 to Democratic 
Atty. Gen. William J. Brown to take 
over the division’s consumer com­ 
plaint activities. Brown has charged 
that Rhodes and Peltier have per­ 
mitted the division to become nearly 
“dismantled.” Peltier strongly denied 
the charge, asserting to newsmen “ifs 
all politics.” 
The board released $3.9 million to 
the natural resources department to 
permit recall of 210 of 625 employes 
furloughed since Sept. I. Department 
Director Robert W. Tester said the 
funds, although $1 million less than he 
requested, will prevent further layoffs 
in that agency. 
In a related request, the board 
released $1.3 million to the Depart­ 
ment of Taxation to recall IOO em­ 
ployes who have been laid off. 
In both instances, officials promised 
the employes would be recalled on the 
basis of civil service regulations. 
“I’m not going to persecute anyone 
because of his politics,” Tester said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The FBI is 
formally opening its $126-million new 
home, the J. Edgar Hoover Building, a 
structure the late FBI director 
reportedly considered an architectural 
monstrosity. 
President Ford, Atty. Gen. Edward 
H. Levi and FBI Director Clarence M. 
Kelley were scheduled to address 
about 1,600 present and former FBI 
officials, members of Congress, police 
officials and 
guests at 
formal 
dedication ceremonies in the court­ 
yard of the newbuilding today. 
Sprawling 
along 
Pennsylvania 
Avenue about half-way between the 
Capitol and the White House, the new 
FBI headquarters is the most ex­ 
pensive government office bilding in 
history. 
Boys Robbed

TIFFIN, Ohio (AP) — Police have 
charged four Tiffin men with robbery 
after they allegedly robbed two nine- 
year-old boys of a quarter Monday 
evening. 
Tiffin police said the four, ranging in 
age from 18 to 28, are being held under 
$15,000 bond each. 
According to police reports the two 
boys, David Kern and Bobby Bean, 
both of Tiffin, had stopped to look at 
m otorcycles when the men ap­ 
proached. 
One of the men allegedly put a pipe 
through the spokes of one of the boys’ 
bicycles and said he wouldn’t remove 
it until the boys gave him money. 
The boys said they gave one of the 
men a quarter, and that he went to a 
nearby store, bought two candy bars, 
ate them, then let the boys go. 
The boys said they returned home 
and told their parents, who then called 
police. 
The men arrested were identified by 
police as Gregory Magee, 18; Mark 
Cole, 19; Danny Dull, 19, and Joe 
McCoy, 28, all of Tiffin.

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House Votes To Revoke 
Postal Service Freedom 


Hoover watched plans for the 
building develop in the final years of 
his nearly half-century as director of 
the FBI, but he died in May 1972 before 
the collossal structure was more than 
a skeleton and before his name of­ 
ficially was attached to it. 


On one occasion, Hoover reportedly 
expressed such distaste for the design 
that he urged the building not be 
named for him. 
The day Hoover died, Sen. Ernest F. 
Hollings, D-S.C., told the Senate, “Mr. 
Hoover thought the architecture of 
that particular building was the 
greatest monstrosity ever constructed 
in the city of Washington. It was his 
hope, therefore, that his name not be 
connected with the building.” 
Hollings said Hoover voiced his 
feelings in off-the-record testimony 
before a Senate appropriations sub­ 
committee in March 1972. 


Whatever Hoover thought of the 
design, few in Washington ever 
doubted that the building would be 
named for the legendary G-man. 
Shortly after Hoover’s death, former 
President Richard M. Nixon made it 
official. 
In the ceremonies today, the 
dignitaries spoke of Hoover’s con­ 
tributions to the agency. 
The attorney general noted that 
Hoover was appointed director in 1924 
because 
of 
his 
“ reputation 
of 
scrupulous honesty.” 
Levi said, “His vision was of an 
organization full of people dedicated 
both to the professional standards of 
law enforcement and to the need for 
federal law enforcement to be beyond 
reproach.... 
“We dedicate this building in a 
period which again calls for a reaf­ 
firmation of the effectiveness, in­ 
dependence and integrity of law en­ 
forcement agencies.”

a seven-story section facing Penn­ 
sylvania Avenue and an 11-story 
section in the rear.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The House, 
voting to revoke the financial in­ 
dependence of the U.S. Postal Service, 
is sending a message to the service 
about the “Pony Express” quality of 
mail delivery. 


The House voted 267 to 123 Monday to 
cut a proposed extra subsidy of $1.7- 
billion for the Postal Service and to 
require the 
service to come to 
Congress annually for funding and to 
put its revenues in the general 
treasury. 
Before finishing work on the 
measure for the day, the House spent 
five hours of debate full of stinging 
criticism of mail delivery. Members 
from both sides of the aisle used the 
debate to cite numerous constituent 
complaints about slow deliveries and 
rising stamp prices. 
The vote was on an amendment to a 
wide-ranging Postal Service bill. After 
losing on the amendment, supporters 
of the original bill withdrew it from 
immediate action in an attempt to 
regroup their forces. The amendment 
could be dropped in a later vote, which

TTie key vote came on a section of the 
bill that would have changed the 
formula for calculating the amount 
that the federal treasury pays to 
supplement the service’s own reve­ 
nues. Its effect would have been to 
raise the present subsidy of about $900 
million to $2.6 billion. 
The House instead adopted the 
amendment to cut the service’s 
financial independence. It was offered 
by Rep. Bill Alexander, D-Ark., who 
said, “Maybe Congress can’t run the 
post office, but it can’t do any worse 
than the Postal Service is doing.... The 


record is replete with overruns, mis­ 
management — the classic overtones 
of government mismanagement.” 
Rep. Wayne L. Hayes, D-Ohio, 
claimed, “The Pony Express was 
better than this.” 
Opponents 
of

Alexander 
amendment charged it overturned the 
Postal Reorganization Act of 1970, 
which abolished the old Post Office 
Department in favor of an autonomous 
service. 
Reorganization gave the Postal 
Service authority to handle its own 
revenues and annual subsidies for mail 
that does not pay its own way. It also 
created a rate commission to set the 


cost of stamps. 
Rep. James L. Hanley, D-N.Y., 
whose postal subcommittee drafted 
the bill, said “a fundamental ven­ 
detta” against the service was 
responsible for adoption of the rider. 
“I don’t believe many of the 
members understood fully what they 
were doing,” he said, adding he will 
try for a reversal, perhaps next week. 
He said that when the bill is taken up 
again, he will offer a rider to limit to 28 
per cent any temporary increase in 
postal rates. This would drop to 12 
cents the 13-cent rate the Postal 
Service had planned to place in effect 
after the Christmas season.

The system of trails will be close 
enough to the pond to allow a good 
vista of the water, but will not be so 
Puzzling Data Found In SLA Apartm ents 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - While the 
rem nants 
of 
the 
Symbionese 
Liberation Army enlarged their ar­ 
senal and gathered the makings of a 
bomb factory, they collected thick files 
of information on business and 
government activities and notes on 
corporate officials. 
Weapons, explosives and cryptically 
labeled file folders were listed in a 128- 
page inventory of items discovered at 
two apartments — one that had been 
occupied by Patricia Hearst and 
Wendy Yoshimura and the other by 
SLA members William and Emily 
Harris. 
The FBI, which catalogued the items 
but declined to elaborate on many of 
them, made the inventory public 
Monday. 
Miss Hearst, the Harrises and Miss 
Yoshimura were arrested on Sept. 18, 
Miss Yoshimura charged with a 
bombing and the other three accused 
of a variety of charges including bank 
robbery nd kidnaping. 


The two apartments yielded 17 guns 
ranging from .38-caliber revolvers to 
sawed-off shotguns and thousands of 
rounds of ammunition. In the Harris 
apartment, agents found several pip 
bombs and materials for making more 
explosives. 


In a file folder marked “Money,” 
agents found a one-page diagram that 
apparently showed the interior of a 
bank teller’s window, with the nota­ 
tions “window,” and “till, coins, cash 
drawer.” 


Separate pages mentioned “Wells 
Fargo La Sierra” and “B of A 
Marysville.” 
A spokesman for the Bank of 
America said the Marysville branch 
has not been robbed in the past 18 
months, and a Wells Fargo spokesman 
said there is no Wells Fargo branch in 
La Sierra. 
Miss Hearst is charged with par­ 
ticipating in the April 15,1975, robbery 
of a Hibernia Bank branch in San 


Francisco. 
In Sacramento on Monday, Chief 
Deputy Dist. Atty. Geoffrey Burroughs 
said authorities there are investigating 
robberies at the Crocker Bank in 
suburban Carmichael on April 21,1975, 
and the Guild Savings and Loan Co.’s 
Sacramento office on Feb. 25,1975, for 
possible SLA connections. 


The four robbers who shot and killed 
a woman patron during the Car­ 
michael robbery wore ski masks. 
The FBI inventory of the Harris 
apartment included a navy blue ski 
mask. 


In both the Hearst and Harris 
apartments, agents found more than a 
dozen wigs, large quantities of makeup 
and cosmetics and a wide variety of 
sunglasses and clothing. 
Phony identification documents, 
including college student ID cards and 
California drivers’ licenses in the 
names of deceased persons, were also 
found in both apartments, along with 


more than IOO books ranging from 
Marx and Lenin to Herbert Marcuse 
and Chairman Mao. 


Hundreds of clippings from the New 
York Times, Wall Street Journal, San 
Francisco Examiner, San Francisco 
Chronicle, Oakland Tribune and other 
publications were also found in the 
Harris apartment. 
In a file folder marked “Oil — PG&E 
— etc.” was a clipping of a picture of 
Charles De Brettville, Bank of 
California board chairman and a 
member of the boards of directors of 
Pacific, Gas & Electric Co. and 
Safeway. 
Literature of the New World 
Liberation Front (NWLF), a radical 
group closely associated with the SLA, 
was also found. Police have described 
the NWLF as a small terrorist or­ 
ganization. The carport of De Brett- 
ville’s home was firebombed on Aug. 4, 
1975, and the NWLF issued a commu­ 
nique claiming responsibility for the 


act. 
Law enforcement sources say Harris 
was deeply involved in the NWLF, 
which has claimed responsibility for 
more than 22 bombings in the past two 
years, many against PG&E. 


Other newspaper clippings found in 
the apartm ent concerned World 
Airways, the Oakland-based charter 
airline that played a large role in the 
South Vietnamese ba by lift, and its 
president, Edward Daly. One item was 
described as a two-page list of in­ 
dividuals with the heading World 
Airways. 
Other companies on which clippings 
had been collected included Safeway, 
International Telephone & Telegraph, 
3M, Gulf, Mobil, Texaco and Standard 
Oil of Indiana.

Ile also noted the expense of keeping 
the emergency room staffed. Only 
about 60 per cent of the charges made 
in the emergency room are ever 
collected. Rideout did note that the in­ 
patient collections are much better 
than that figure.

There may be some people curious 
as to why the Van Camp Contracting 
Co., historically a bituminous paving 
contractor, has recently formed the 
Van Camp Agri^Systems Division to go 
into the business of selling, erecting, 
and servicing grain bins, dryers, and 
steel buildings for the agricultural 
market. 
It’s a fair question, and T.D. Van 
Camp, president, would like to com­ 
ment on it for those who might be in­ 
terested. 
“Like many others, I have talked 
with over the past several years, I feel 
a company whose sales and goals 
remain constant or only increase by 
the rate of inflation is headed for 
trouble. In our particular case, the 
recent spiraling increases in costs of 
energy, equipment, and the petroleum 
products from which we get our paving 
asphalts has forced us to increase our 
average unit selling prices in an at­ 
tempt to keep pace with costs.

“We feel very fortunate to have 
become associated in this endeavor 
with the Butler Manufacturing Co. of 
Kansas City, Missouri.

NEW YORK (AP) - You often hear 
the U.S. consumer economy being 
described as turning more toward the 
production of services, in which travel, 
rents, education and the like are of­ 
fered in greater abundance than 
goods.

Linden says the faster price in­ 
creases for services helps lead to the 
illusion that production-consumption 
of services continues to grow at a rate 
faster than for goods. It may be 
precisely opposite. 
Linden writes in the “Conference 
Board Record” that “one of the more 
striking changes in the pattern of 
consumer spending since the early 
sixties has been the decline in the 
importance of services.” 
He concedes that following World 
War II services claimed a growing 
share of the family budget, “rising 
from roughly 35 per cent to 40 per cent 
of total personal consumption ex­ 
penditures in the course of the Fif­ 
ties.” 
But, unless there has been a change 
in the past two years, this pattern no 
longer seems to prevail. It appears to 
have ended in the 1960-1973 period, and 
since 1967 actually may have turned 
the other way. 
Where does that leave us? In 1973, 
consumer spending was 42 per cent per 
cent services, 58 per cent goods, and 
there probably has been little change 
since then. 
Based on 1973 figures — which 
showed total personal consumption 
spending at more than $800 billion and 
less than $350 billion of that for ser­ 
vices — the board offers this per­ 
centage breakdown of service spen­ 
ding: 
Shelter, between 34 and 35 per cent; 
medical, 
about 
15; 
household 
operations, 14; 
personal business, 
between 13 and 14; transportation, 
about 7; higher education, 2; foreign 
travel, less than 2; other, 12 per cent. 
There is an asterisk accompanying 
that shelter percentage. Linden fears 
the rate is bound to rise. He explains: 
The condition of shelter seems to be 
deteriorating. Housing starts have 
been inadequate to accommodate 
growth and of offset obsolescence.

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My oldest sister is 56. As long as I 
can remember she has had colitis with 
ulcers. Is there no cure for this con­ 
dition? 
Mrs. T.H., Ind. 
Dear MRs. H.: 
I assume that the condition you 
describe is the one known as “chronic 
ulcerative colitis.” This has no 
relationship to the familiar ulcer found 
in the stomach. 
This type of colitis is a complex 
disorder of the 
large intestine. Its 
duration is long and patients run 
through periods of being better, and 
then reverting to activation of the 
disease. 
For a long time, it was assumed that 
there was a dominant psychological 
basis for this disease. Certainly, it is 
not the only cause because it is a 
distinct bacterial infection of the lining 
of the large intestine. 
Because it is persistent and chronic, 
the combination of disease and 
psychological distress leaves the 
patient physically and emotionally 
devitalized. 
The diagnosis is made by X-ray 
studies of the bowel, with special 


techniques that show the rigidity of the 
intestine due to long-standing disease. 
Now, with antibiotics, sulfa drugs 
and cortisone, combined with special 
diets, chronic invalidism can very 
often be prevented. 


In special cases, surgery is per­ 
formed. In addition to all these forms 
of treatment, it has been found that 
psychological support can be very 
effective in returning patients with 
chronic ulcerative colitis to almost 
normal productivity. 


What is meant by a “floating kid­ 
ney?” 
Mr. E. F., Mass. 
Dear Mr. F.: 
This term refers to a displacement of 
the kidney from its normal position. 


A sudden injury may be responsible. 
There are no specific symptoms by 
which this unusual condition can be 
identified. When it is suspected, X-rays 
with radio-opaque dyes can show the 
abnormal position. 
A special type of surgery can be 
performed in which the kidney is 
returned to its normal position. 
Lifestyle Changes 
Hit South Vietnam 


On May 13, 1607, Jamestown, Va., 
became the first permanent English 
settlement in America. 
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BANGKOK, Thailand (AP) 
- 
Foreigners arriving from Saigon 
report that the recent currency con­ 
version has wiped out the wealth of 
many in South Vietnam’s middle and 
upper classes, causing despair and 
talk of moving to the countryside to 
farm. 
“Nothing changed for the poor,” one 
of the travelers said, “but among the 
wealthy a sense of hopelessness and 
resignation has finally set in.” 
Vietnamese distrustful of banks had 
millions of piasters hidden in their 
homes. Single persons were allowed to 
exchange the equivalent of $20 worth of 
the old government’s currency at a 
rate of 500 old piasters for one new one. 
Families could exchange $132 worth. 
Old piasters now are worthless. 
The government forbade anyone to 
exchange money for someone else, but 
the travelers said some persons got 
relatives and friends to make ex­ 
changes for them. 
The currency reform was ac­ 
companied 
by 
other 
economic 
measures: lower fixed prices of basic 
commodities, nationalization of some 
small shops and some “voluntary” 
communization of land, the foreigners 
said. Rice, cloth, sugar, tobacco, 
cement and steel bars were reduced 30 
to 70 per cent. 
There also are increased de­ 
nunciations of 
form er wealthy, 
privileged persons and merchants. 
“People don’t talk freely any more,” 
said one traveler. “They are afraid of 
being denounced. The 
‘bo doi’ 
(military cadres) are encouraging the 
population to inform on friends, 
relatives or neighbors for real or 
imagined wrongs. 
“Nobody wanted to leave Saigon 
after the liberation. Now, however, 
some realize that farming will be the 
way of life in the future and they are 
beginning to talk of going to the ‘new 
economic areas,’ (sparsely populated 
rural areas set aside for develop­ 
ment). 
“Those talking of leaving want land 
near water. Some want to go now 
before the good land is taken.” 
Textile mills, electronic assembly 
plants and other factories are reported 
short of raw m aterials, causing 
production to lag and contributing to 
unemployment. 
The Communist revolution is said to 
have hit the urban masses hardest. 
Those arriving here said Vietnamese 
coming from the provinces reported 
life for the rural 65 per cent of the 
population has changed little or for the 
better. 
In once-insecure rural areas, living 
is reported better. 
“Before, people settled in gray areas 
were intimidated by both sides. Now 
they pay taxes to one side. They can 
sleep easier at night,” one foreigner 
said. 
The travelers report the rampant 


crime after the Communist victory has 
decreased. There is less looting at 
night in the city. Reports of former sol­ 
diers of the South Vietnamese army 
holding up buses and of small-scale 
resistance to the Communists still 
filter into the capital, but they are 
difficult to verify, the sources said. 


Clear W ay 
For Ford 
China Visit 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) - 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
and Chinese Foreign Minister Chiao 
Kuanhua have cleared the way for 
President Ford to visit Peking in 
November. 
The two men met over dinner for 
four hours Sunday night and had a 
“complete and friendly talk about 
every aspect of our relations,” 
Kissinger reported. 
When asked if he and Chiao had set a 
date for Ford’s visit, he replied that an 
announcement will be made soon. But 
he added that “everything is on 
schedule.” 
Later, a U.S. official in Kissinger’s 
party said the secretary would go to 
Peking just after mid-October to 
prepare for Ford to follow in late No­ 
vember. 
This official said Chiao agreed to the 
tentative schedule, and a firm date will 
be set in the next few days. 
Kissinger came to New York Sunday 
for his second round of meetings with 
foreign m inisters attending the 
General Assembly. In addition to 
Chiao, he met on Sunday with Angel 
Federico Robledo of Argentina, and 
today he was meeting with rep­ 
resentatives 
of 
Chile, 
Norway, 
Romania, 
Liberia, 
Tunisia 
and 
Cyprus. 
Tonight he is giving a dinner for the 
delegates from Arab nations. 
Kissinger’s office announced that he 
would meet Tuesday morning with 
Syrian Foreign Minister Abdul Halim 
Khaddam.

TRIPOLI, Libya (AP) — Libya is 
pumping 
a 
hefty 
bundle 
of 
its 
petrodollars into a budding Islamic 
center to spread the faith in Africa as 
well as to Christians in Europe and the 
Americas. 


In downtown Tripoli, on the com­ 
pound of what was the Roman Catholic 
cathedral only five years ago is now 
the headquarters of the Islamic Call 
Society. It directs a network of about 
200 “propagators” in 35 branches 
ranging from Brazil to Japan, Den­ 
mark to Kenya. 


The society, also maintaining close 
contact with North America’s black 
and white Moslems, is financed in part 
by the four per cent holy war tax Libya 
imposes on income and sales. Its 
budget is put at 20 million a year and it 
is increasing. 


While it provides an international 
apparatus for strongman Moammar 
Khadafy’s revival of Islamic fun­ 
damentalism at home, its fervor and 
zeal supply challenge to the delicate 
and carefully nurtured detente bet­ 
ween Christianity and Islam, the 
world’s two largest religions whose 
warriors once slaughtered each other 
as an act of faith. 


The society’s declared aim is to 
teach Islam, considered by Libya’s 
revolutionary and devout Moslem 
leaders as “the seal of all other 
religions.” But conversions — par­ 
ticularly of Christians in the West — 
are prominently mentioned. “ A 
Danish lady came all the way to 
Tripoli yesterday to embrace Islam,” 
a society official said. “An Italian lady 
is next.” 


“We are now accepted even in 
Western societies,” says the society’s 
head, Sheik Mahmoud Subhi. 


Black Africa, however, still remains 
the society’s prime target as it is for 
Christian missionaries, particularly 
for Roman Catholic orders. 


Islam’s drive southward has won 
over 140 million of the continent’s 340 
million population, officials here 
claim, but an African bishop, Jean Zoa 
of Cameroun, said he expects the con­ 
tinent’s Christians, now only 23 per 
cent of the population, to make up over 
a half by the year 2000. 
“In Africa we are ahead,” Sheik 
Subhi said in an interview. “But ifs 
not because of hard work by Moslem or 
Christian missionaries. Ifs simply 


because Islam is a religion of nature. It 
preaches equality. That simple fact 
appeals to people.” 
In parts of Africa swept by rapid 
decolonization, Christianity is still 
portrayed as white man’s religion. 
While there exists no known in­ 
cidents in drives for conversions, 
Khadafy has promised help to Moslem 
rebels fighting central governments 
dominated by Christians, especially 


aid to Eritrea’s Moslem rebels against 
Ethiopia, and the Moslems in the 
Philippines. Libya is also said to have 
aided I>ebanon’s Moslems in recent 
sectarian warfare there. 
Khadafy views them more as 
political “liberation” movements than 
just religious conflicts. “To incite 
Moslems against Christians and vice 
versa is not among Islamic prin­ 
ciples,” he once said.

Merle Turner, and son Matthew of 
Campbell, N. Y. stopped off at the Dean 
home on weekends, going and coming 
Fort Wayne Man 
Wins Case Appeal 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) - The 
Indiana Court of Appeals has reversed 
the conviction of a Fort Wayne man 
sentenced to prison for attempting to 
establish a 13-year-old girl as a 
prostitute. 
Delbert L. Shorter was convicted of 
contributing to the deliquency of a 
minor, sentenced to six months in jail 
and fined $500 by Allen Superior Court 
Judge Philip R. Thieme. 
The appeals court ruling noted the 
girl, who previously had run away 
from her parents, was taken by 
Shorter from a place where she was 
living and established in a motel room 
where she was expected to practice 
prostitution. 
The decision said that “encouraging 
a juvenile to remain away from a 
home she already has deserted does 
not contribute to any defined act of 
delinquency.” It said that upholding 
the conviction would “criminalize 
conduct on the part of compassionate 
citizens who provide runaways with 
food and lodging.”

Baseball G reat Casey Stengel Dies 


M eet The Tigers

GLENDALE, Calif. (AP) - The 
“Old Perfesser” is dead. 
Casey Stengel, one of baseball’s 
most colorful and adored figures, 
succumbed to cancer Monday night at 
the age of 85— leaving a golden legacy 
for fans of all ages. 
“It’s just impossible to sum up what 
he’s been to baseball,” said a close 
friend, California Angel General 
Manager Harry Dalton, after learning 
of Stengel’s death at Glendale Memo- 
ral Hospital. 
“He popularized our game with so 
many people.” 
Stengel died at 10:58 p.m., PDT— 
only a few hours after a close friend 
had disclosed that the one-time 
manager had a rapidly spreading 
malignancy in the lymph glands. 
Stengel had been admitted to the 
hospital on Sept. 14 for tests. 
The funeral arrangements are in­ 
complete. He is survived by his widow, 
Edna, whom he married in 1924. They 
had no children. 
Stengel was a breathing legend. 
Perhaps more than any other figure in 
the history of the game, he earned the 
title of baseball’s goodwill ambassa­ 
dor. 
Casey raced into the Hall of Fame 
with his baseball exploits but it was 
only a small part of his exquisite 
contribution to the game he loved. 
There

Stengel stories around than you can 
shake a bat at and countless witticisms 
from the language of “Stengelese” 
which he created with his gloriously 
fertile imagination. 
Stengel never would say in a few 
words what he could say in a couple of 
hundred and anytime the grand old 
man of baseball held court, he always 
had his audience spellbound— and 
usually mystified—by his fractured 
syntax. 
Stengel was always great in the 
clutch, Hall of Fame pitcher Warren 
Spahn once remembered. 
“There’s no doubt in my mind who is 
the most amazin’ Met of them all,” 
said the great pitcher when he played 
for Stengel on the old, uproarious New 
York Mets.

beloved. Why he’s the greatest am­ 
bassador the game has ever known. 
“That man is a marvel. He’s un­ 
believable. I don’t care how old he is. 
He’s got all those young fellows beat by 
a mile. I’ve never seen a more under­ 
standing person. Or a more dedicated 
baseball man. Sure, he’s a comedian. 
Sure he double talks. But he’s plenty 
deep. And nobody knows more about 
this game. If you listen to him 
carefully and concentrate on what he’s 
telling you, you can learn plenty. A 
fellow can get an education just being 
around him.” 
The sometimes-clownish Stengel 
leaped across baseball 
history, 
spanning the ancient and modem ages 
with equal ease. And throughout the 
colorful career that covered 56 years, 
the hawk-nosed figure produced an 
abundance of rich stories. 
Once when he was

Another time, at Boston, when his 
Braves, for a change, were ahead, it 
began to rain.

Sometim es, to demonstrate his 
shock at an umpire’s decision, Stengel 
would keel over in a mock faint. Once 
when he used this ploy, umpire Beans 
Reardon did the same thing. “When I 
peeked outta one eye and saw Reardon 
lying on the ground, too, I knew I was 
licked,” said Casey. “So I got up and 
walked away.” 
In 1947 Stengel, then 57, was steered 
to the subject of umpires in an in­ 
terview. Soon Casey was pounding his 
desk and shouting, “Those umpires! 
They take years off a guy’s life, believe 
me. I don’t know what keeps me going, 
honest I don’t. They’ll be the death of 


me yet.” 
In tribute to his 56 years in baseball, 
Stengel won a niche with the game’s 
other immortals in the Hall of Fame at 
Cooperstown, N.Y. 
He managed the New York Yankees 
to stunning triumphs and piloted the 
expansion Mets in the most poignant 
part of their young history. 
Stengel, enshrined in the Hall of 
Fame when he was 76, managed 37 
years, including 25 in the major 
leagues. 
Prior to his years of glory with the 
Yankees, Stengel had managed the old 
Brooklyn Dodgers and the old Boston 
Braves. 
Charles Dillon Stengel resigned as 
the Mets’ field boss in 1965 after 
breaking his hip in a fall. His career 
managerial mark showed 1,926 vic­ 
tories and 1,867 defeats for a winning 
percentage of .508. He produced IO 
American League pennant winners 
and seven World Series titles with the 
Yankees.
